The files of the State 
Archives contain a series of docu- 
ments with such aclaim，sub- 
mitted by Cole four years after the 
alleged translation.

On the topic of Depression and 
Reaction， two samples of the 
Workingmens Party ballots for 
the state _ election of 1879 are 
shown.

BAIL 

The section on Court Justice has 
the habeas corpus bail bond of 
$100.00 issued to Yick Wo on 
August 24, 1885, along with court 
photo exhibits number 1, 4, and 5， 
showing the laundry buildings， 
one Owned by Yick Wo. Yick Wo 
was arrested for continuing to 
operate his laundry business after 
the San Francisco Board of Super- 
visors had refused to grant him a 
“Special consent” as his laundry 
was located in a woodenibuilding. 
Prior to _ his arrest，he had been 
ljawfully engaged in this business 
in the same premises for twenty 
years，(The applications of 200 
Chinese were Similarly denied and 
over 150 of them were arrested for 
continuing their operation.) Yick 
Wo petitioned the California Su- 
preme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus; it was denied and he was 
remanded to the custody of the 
Sheriff，However，Yick Wo ap- 
pealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court and a landmark 
decision was made on May 10， 
1886, concurrently with a _ similar 


case，Wo Lee v. Hopkins，Sheriff 


(118 U.S. 356)，Among its deci-

May 3 was Open House at my 
oldest daughters (Sami) Twin 
Peaks School. Mandy，Samis 19- 
month-old sister，and I attended. 
Sami is now in the first grade in a 
Chinese American bilingual，bi- 
cultural program，We were for- 
tuaate enough to _ have enrolled 
her in the ESAA Title VII class by 
obtaining an out-of-district perm 刘 
last January,，1975， 

The program，funded by the 
federal government， started at 
Twin Peaks because of a demand 
for a Chinese bilingual class in the 
area. It also got the full coopera- 
tion of the Principal and the sta 任 
who recognized the need and 
welcomed Such a class there. 

The classroom consists of small 
tables and chairs with a rug for 
Sitting off to one side. Many of the 
. objects and fixtures, such as doors， 
flag，clock，directions，windows， 

books, furniture, etc, were labeled 
in both English and Chinese，A 
phonograph with earphones，rec- 
ords，tapes，filmstrips， Chinese 
books, posters，pictures，ete. were 
but a few of the many teaching 
aids available. The center head- 
line in _ front of the room was， 
“Everyone Smiles in the Same 
Language.”As I looked at the 
faces of the many students， 工 
found the caption to be very 
meaningful. 

BYCHOICE 

The students are all in this class 
bv _ choice， In other words，the 
parents andq _ students chose this 


bilingual class over the traditional 


monolingual classes， The class 
composes of 19 students: two 
whites，three blacks，and 14 
Chinese students. Of the Chinese 
students，six speak limited or no 
English, four or five speak limited 
or no Chinese, and the remaining 
students are like Sami，who 
understand and speaks some Chi- 
nese but usesE 上 English more. 

Miss 了 Wong is the teacher. 
She is from Taiwan and educated 
in America.，MIrs， A. Lee is the 
para-professional and is from 
China. One-third of the students 
are bused in from the Sunset 
district; another third from the 
Haight-Ashbury; and the remain- 
ing students are from out of the 
district or are within walking 
distance of the school. 

The part of the class I attended 
that evening was the Chinese 
]essons. I was most curious as to 
what Sami was learning during 
this period of her school time. The 
children do all their basic work in 
English，including reading，writ- 
Social studies，science，

Many of their supplementary 
subjects such as art and music 


include jlearning Chinese songs 


and _ games and doing Chinese 
projects，Miss Wong gives basic 
directions in Chinese，such as， 
“Line up Good morning; Its 
recess _ time; Cood-bye; Co to 
your desk，etc.”In the beginning 
ofr the semester She repeated these 
statements in both languages unitil 
the children learned the Chinese 
words through repetition . 
LESSONS 

During the time that 工 was 
there, Miss Wong worked with the 
American-born Chinese students 
and the non-Chinese students on 
their Chinese lessons. About 20 to 
30 minutes _ are spent learning 
Chinese daily. Miss Wong would 
hold up pictures, objects，or colors 
and the children would identify 
them in Chinese. Then she asked 
the children simple Chinese ques- 
tions,“How are youp” “What is 
your namep” “How old are youp?” 
The children would answer the 
questions collectively or indivi- 
dually，In_ return，the children 
asked Miss Wong questions too. 工 
participated in this exercise until 
David，an Irish boy，asked me 


how oldq I was. I decided that was . 


enough participation on my Part. 

Mrs，Lee has six advanced 
Chinese students who came from 
China or who_ have parents who 
Spbeak little or Do English，They 
studied sentences and were tested 
on Some of the Chinese characters. 
One of the students, Norman，was 
not paying attention and Mrs. Lee 
said，“Norman,pay attention. Are 
your ears hard of hearing?”That 
reminded me of my Chinese 
School teacher at St. Mary s. 

I feel that this group of Chinese 
students will adjust quite easily to 
English since they are learning 让 
through their own native tongue， 
Another factor is that these stu- 
dents have moved away 人 from 
Chinatown and are therefore 
forced to use English more，Yet， 
on the other hand，athey can still 
maintain their Chinese because 让 
is _ reinforced at school and at 
home，They will not have a 
communication problem at home 
with their parents as a result. 

FORTUNATE 

Sami is fortunate to have two 
teachers Who are both fuent :in 
English and Chinese， Miss Wong 
is a young，dedicated and pro- 
gressive teacher. Mrs. Lee comple- 
ments Miss Wong by being more 
traditional，They work well as a 
team, Because Samiis comfortable 
and can identify and relate with 
her teachers and classmates, she is

amosthappy student. 

My husband andIbelieve in the 
bilingual-bicultural program and 
are both Pleased with Samis 
School work. I believe in this 
program so much thatIam now 3a 
member of the ESAA Chinese 
Bilingual Advisory Council and a 
volunteer at Samis sechool， Right 
now， we are facing a crisis with a 
budget cut，but 工 have faith that 
somehow things will work out. 

Samis grandparents are happy 
with Samis progress in the Chi- 
nese language.， She can now 
converse better with them and is 
closing the generation gap. Sami 
can write all her numbers in 
Chinese along with her name and 
about 50 simple characters such as 
”up, down, people, cow，girl, me， 
You，etc.”She can also identify 
certain characters in a Chinese 
menu, a Chinese book or a letter. 
As parents，we encourage her to 
speak more Chinese at home， 

More important than the above; 
Sami knows many Chinese leg- 
ends，stories,a songs and folklore 
that is a part of her rich Chinese 
heritage. We still write our yearly 
letter to Santa Claus and leave a 
tooth under the pillow for the 
tooth fairy，but we now also put 
out candy for the kitchen god 
during Chinese New York and 
]ook for the weaving maid and 
cowherd in the sky on the seventh 
dav of the seventh month . 

GUEST 

Every now and then. Sami will 
have a guest in her class. One day， 
she came home showing me what 
she remembered of a gung fu 
demonstration， Another dav，she 
learned how to make aChinese 
kite，cook Chinese jastries，and 
one day，she even had lessons in 
calligraphy. Just last month，she 
asked me 让 we were going to visit 
her uncles grave during Ching 
Ming- 

When I left Samis class that 
afternoon，I jleft with a good 
feeling that Sami is- indeed for- 
tunate to be in a bilingual， 
bicultural class. She is getting a 
good education in both Chinese 
and English and after all， that is 
what Sami is，a Chinese America， 
Perhaps 让 we were able to teach 
all ouUr yoOungsters at this early age 
that we all have two ore more 
cultures, then maybe we can learn 
from omne another and enrich our 
own lives individuallv and collect- 
ively as a _ nation.

Succession Problem Plagues 


Peking, Says Scalapino 


NEW YORK 一 Prof， Robert 
Scalapino;，chairman of the Poli- 
tical Science Department of the 
University of California at Berke- 
ley，predicted May 8 that Peking 
will continue to be plagued by a 
series of succession problems. 

Noting that it is difficult to 
forecast _ which indqividual or indi- 
viduals will hold power in China 
after the death of Mao Tse-tung， 
Scalapino' said .it is certain that 
“the Chinese Communists will 
have not only one succession 
problem but many succession 
problems.” 

Speaking on the topic of "Lead- 
ership and Issues in the People's 
Republic of China Today”at a 
ljuncheon party sponsored by the 
Institute of Chinese Culture，thbe 
expert on Chinese affairs pointed 
out that judging by the recent 
tumujltous developments on the 
Chinese mainland as well as those 
of the past，political instability in

TAIPEI (PNS) 一 In the _ current 


law-and-order campaign here, the 


Price for purse-snatching or lamb- 
stealing can be- death. 

The most recent victim of the 
crackdown on crime in Taiwan 
was a man accused of participat- 
ing in the theft of seven lambs. 
The only one of three suspects ar- 
rested, he was sentenced to be exe- 
cuted by firing squad. 

DRIVE 

The drive to halt a rising crime 
rate with harsh punishments be- 
gan in late January，when the 
minister of justice ordered; courts 
at all levels to speed up the han- 
dling of serious criminal cases. He 
called on military courts 一 which 
under the .countrys martial law 
have jurisdqiction over armed rob- 
bery and murder cases 一 to _ take 
Over and expedite the“most ser- 
ious”criminal cases， 

Military courts ”work more 
quickly than civilian courts，are 
more likely to impose death penal- 
ties and allow only one appeal, 
Civilian courts allow two appeals， 

Soon afterwards，television 
viewers all over Taiwan turned on 
the evening news to be greeted by 
a _ startling scene，Not even the 
poor reception in many rural areas 
bljurred its impact. 

Four young men，aged 18-20， 
stood sobbing andq Ppleading for 
their lives as a_ military judge sen- 
tenced them to death. Arrested for 
a factory break-in one month be- 
fore，they were charged with as- 
sault and battery on two factory 
employees and the theft of $150， 

The media had been alerted 
about the impending executions， 
and all three Taiwan television 
stations Were Present as the final 
judgment was read. 


LAST MEAL 
With the cameras rolling，the 


- Convicts were given the traditional 


last meal, which consisted of hazrd- 
boiled eggs and Chinese wine. The 
eggs Were forced into the mouths 
of the hysterial convicts， and 
washed down with wine, (Chinese 
Superstition Says that 让 a victim 
dies hungry，his ghost will haunt 
his killers.)

Much of the crime apparently 
stems from young men. Rapid eco- 


nomic growth has lured country 
youths to the cities in search of 
jobs and excitement，whbile the 
economy has been unable to prIo- 
vide them and their urban coun- 
terparts more than menial jobs. A 
recent educational conference 
chaired by Premier Chiang Ching- 
kuo stressed the need for vocation- 
al education and lessons in Patri- 
Iotism and social ethics to counter 
growing frustration among thbe 
young. 

But while the government hopes 
educational reforms will Prevent 
crime in the long run, it is relying
